® Board will expand from five to 
seven members, effective in 2000

With a unanimous vote last week, the Frederic 
Township Board officially changed the township’s five- 
member Zoning Board to a seven-member Planning 
Commission. The duties of the board will remain essen- 
tially the same, township officials said. 

The main reason for the:move, said Board Trustee 
and Frederic Zoning Administrator Mike Girard, is the 
township is currently in the middle of establishing a 
master plan, and the two extra members on the board 
will be a big help. 

Another purpose of the change is to allow more even 
representation of Frederic Township on the board, 
Girard said, especially the west: area of the township, 
which is not represented on the five-person zoning 
board. 

The five people currently serving on the Zoning 
Board will remain on the board as members of the 
Planning Commission, and two more members will be 
added to bring the tally up to seven.

presentation by pointing out the 
importance of STING (Strike Team 
Investigative Narcotics Group), a 
unit of eight officers that works on 
narcotics cases within its six-county 
jurisdiction, including Crawford. 

Lovely reported that Crawford 
County has recently had a sudden 
surge of crack use, and that STING 
is an important part of area law 
enforcement as perceived “big city 
problems” continue to seep into the 
county. 

“It’s nice to have this team here,” 
said Lovely. 

Sheriff Lovely introduced STING 


Crawford County

Commander Mark Chapman, who 
gave a detailed presentation to the 
Frederic Township Board concern- 
ing the duties of STING, financial 
issues, jurisdiction, and an explana- 
tion of how narcotics enforcement 
relates with other crimes. 

Chapman explained how jurisdic- 
tional problems plagued the efforts 
of the early drug war, as suppliers 
moved county to county and state to 
state to avoid apprehension, and 
users and their suppliers were not 
always located in the same county. 

About 20 years ago, the multi- 
jurisdictional concept was initiated, 


and STING was formed in 1990, 
Chapman said. 

STING was brought about by a 
federal grant with the idea that it 
would also be funded in part by the 
state, as well as local units of gov- 
emment, for the purpose of “nar- 
cotics enforcement.” P 

Chapman reported that many of 
the same people involved in nar- 
cotics use and distribution are also 
involved in such other crimes as 
B&E’s, larcenies, and vandalism. 

“It’s our belief that the entire

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» Road Commission 
and Transportation 
Authority both receive 
funds for projects

As anticipated. the Road 
Commission’s planned reconstnuc- 
tion project for a section of Old US- 
27 did receive funding at the annual 
Task Force meeting. to the tune of 
$655,000. 

The project, which will rework 
the segment of Old US-27 from M- 
93 to Hulbert Road in Frederic, will 
be funded 80 percent by the money 
secured at the Task Force meeting 
and 20 by the Road Commission. 


(The annual Task Force meeting 
involves road commissions, trans- 
portation authorities and cities from 
eight area counties distributing 
Surface Transportation Program 
(STP) funds and Transportation 
Economic Development Category D 
Funds, state and federal money.) 

As part of the process require- 
ments, the Road Commission and 
Transportation Authority held a 
public hearing last week to discuss 
the results of the Task Force meet- 
ing, which was held on December 9. 

“We did pretty well,” reported 
Dave Frederick of the Crawford 
County Transportation Authority. 

Crawford County had the highest 
balance of the eight counties in the 
Task Force, so Crawford had the top 
spot. For next year, the Road 
Commission secured funds for the 


Old 27° project, and the 
Transportation Authority received 
$45,000 in D Funds for a storage 
building and equipment purchases. 

The City of Grayling, which is 
also eligible for funds in the eight- 
county Task Force, did not partici- 
pate. The city has generally not 
sought funds at the Task Force due 
to its income tax system, which is 
used exclusively to fund city road 
and sidewalk projects. 

Because of requirements involved 
in projects using state and federal 
money, including adjusted labor 
costs and required local matches, it 
is generally in the city’s favor to use 
its income tax money for road pro- 
jects, Frederick explained, though 
the city could go after enhancement 
money at the Task Force in order to 
beautify areas near a roadway. 


“If the city decided to do that, the 
Road Commission and 
Transportation Authority would 
probably be very supportive of 
that,” Frederick said. 

For the Task Force’s four-year 
plan, the Road Commission desig- 
nated McMasters Bridge Road from 
M-72 to North Down River Road 
(7.6 miles) as the top priority for 
2002. The Road Commission had 
planned to do the project in two sec- 
tions, one in 2001 and the second in 
2002, but decided to defer the 2001 
funds and try to complete the entire 
project in 2002. 

A section of North Down River 
Road, from Wakeley Bridge Road to 
Stephan Bridge Road, was entered 
into the four-year plan for 2003. 

The Old U-27 project is expected 
to take place in the summer of 2000.

By law, one of the Planning 
Commission members must also be 
a member of the Frederic Township 
Board. The Township Supervisor 
cannot serve on the Planning 
Commission according to the law, 
and Girard is also ineligible for the 
position, since he currently serves as 
the township zoning administrator. 

The process of selecting members 
for the Planning Commission Board 
will differ slightly from that used for 


appointing Zoning Board members. 

Zoning Board appointees were 
chosen by the Township Board from 
a list of applicants. Now, appointees 
for the Planning Commission will be 
selected by the Township Supervisor 
from the applicant list, and brought 
to the Township Board for final 
approval. 

“There are very few zoning 
boards,” said Township Supervisor 
Brian Hulbert. “Most communities 
have planning commissions.” 


At the township’s regular meeting 
last Tuesday, Treasurer Sandy 
Barber moved to make the change 
from Zoning Board to Planning 
Commission. Township Clerk 
Nancy Bindschatel seconded the 
motion, which passed 5-0. 

The change will become effective 
in February of 2000, 60 days after 
publication requirements are met.

“There was a real need for a park- 
ing lot (for snowmobilers) up here,” 
said Frederic Township Trustee 
Mike Girard. 

The work, which was completed 


by Tack Millikin, Inc. of Grayling, 
involved installation of a driveway 
and culvert, and some gravelling. 

The project cost, about $5,000, 
was paid for by the AVSA. The 
AVSA will be reimbursed by the 
DNR in the form of a grant.

A $25,000 lawsuit filed in July. 
1998 against Crawford County by 
Louanne Leonard, former confiden- 
tial secretary to the County Board of 
Commissioners, was closed when 
no amendments to her suit were 
filed. 

Leonard was given 45 days from 
October 19, 1999 to amend her suit 
after the 46th Circuit Trial Court 
agreed with the County’s legal 
counsel that both Counts [ and HH 
were really a statement of the same 


claim — violations of the Whistle- 
Blowers Act. 

In Count J. Leonard’s attorney, 
Robert J. Krupka. claimed his 
client’s position was reduced from 
full-time to half-time as retaliatory 
action for reporting to law enforce- 
ment alleged file tampering by 
Crawford County Clerk Sandra 
Moore. (The alleged tampering was 
investigated by the Michigan State 
Police. but no charges resulted from 
it.) Krupka stated this was a viola- 
tion of the Standards of Conduct for 
Public Officers and Employees Act.

ence and writing on last year’s 
Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) tests: 

* Charter public schools are 
improving the education of children 
in traditional schools. According to 
an independent study conducted by 
Michigan State University, competi- 
tion for students between traditional 
school districts and charter schools 
is improving the overall quality of 
education as existing schools make 
needed changes in order to keep and 
attract new students;

At Holland Public Schools in 
West Michigan, administrators now 
survey parents who enroll their chil- 
dren in one of the community’s 
three public charter schools to find 
out why they decided to pull their 
kids out of the traditional public 
schools in the hope of finding ways 
to improve the present system. 
Everyone benefits. 

And then there is the Crossroads 
Academy in Big Rapids. That public 
charter school had some of the high- 
est test scores in its Intermediate 
School District in its first year of 
operation. On top of that, it has 
established an extremely positive 
relationship with area public school 
districts, so much so that the inter- 
mediate school district runs part of 
its special education program at the 
academy. 

Whether it’s been in failing urban 
school districts or districts consid- 
ered above average, Michigan has 
proved that charter public schools 
work to make all schools better. 

Now, it is time for the state to take 
the next logical step in education 
reform by raising the cap on the 
number of charter schools. 

Parental demand for more choices 
has caused Michigan to reach the 
ceiling in the number of charter 
schools that can be sponsored by a 
college or university. That limit was 


reached this fall. 

That’s why last week I proposed 
raising the cap on charter schools by 
50 next year to meet pent-up 
demand, and again by a modest 25 
every year thereafter. 

I also proposed allowing busi- 
nesses to set up on-site charter 
schools for children of their employ- 
ees. Not only will this give parents 
even more options, it will get more 
businesses directly involved in the 
education of the next generation of 
high-tech workers. 

In addition, raising the cap will 
help at-risk students who are falling 
through the cracks of the current 
system by allowing them to receive 
the specialized education and atten- 
tion they need to succeed. 

If Michigan truly is going to lead 
our nation into the 21* century, then 
it must continue the reforms it start- 
ed in the 1990s. And chief among 
these reforms is continuing to pro- 
vide more choices in public educa- 
tion. 

With more public charter schools, 
parents will be better able to choose 
the best type of public education for 
their children. 

By raising the cap on public char- 
ter schools, everyone wins. The only 
prudent course is to give parents and 
students more choices -- choices 
that have made Michigan a model of 
education reform throughout the 
nation. Our children deserve nothing 
less.

STRESS FRACTURES 


Stress fractures are slight cracks in a 
bone’s surface. Occurring most often in the 
feet and legs, stress fractures develop from 
chronic, excessive impact. Runners are 
especially susceptible to this type of injury. 
Intense pain and sharp, localized tender- 
ness are the main symptoms of a stress frac- 
ture. The fracture will hurt when pressed 
directly from above and below, unlike ten- 
dons or ligaments, which usually only hurt 
when pressed from ane side. X-rays usually 
do not detect stress fractures until a callus ~ 
a layer of new bone - forms over the crack, 
@ process that takes two to three weeks. Rest 
is the most effective treatment for a stress 
fracture. Any inflammation may be relieved 
with ice and anti-inflammatory medica- 
tions.

Some people may have recently 
received an e-mail message that 
says, according to the Old Farmer's 
Almanac, the full Moon occurring 
on December 22 would be the 
brightest in 133 years. According to 
Sky & Telescope magazine. this is 
not so. However. the Moon went 
through three lunar events quicker 
than usual early that morning. 

The three events began with the 
winter solstice at 3 a.m.. marking 
the shortest day of the year. Next 
was the lunar perigee at 6 a.m.. 
when the Moon made its closest 
approach to the earth during its 
monthly orbit at 356,654 kilometers. 
referred to as “record closeness” by 
some astronomers. Last. the full 
Moon occurred at } p.m. 

Itis rare that all three lunar events 
happen on the same date in the 
Eastern Standard Time Zone. Only 
two other times in modern history 
have these events occurred within a 
24-hour period: within 23 hours on 
December 21-22. 1991 and within 
20 hours on December 21, 1866. 
Nothing matches the 10-hour inter- 
val of December 22, 1999, in the fast

century and a half, 

The well-circulated e-mail stated 
the Moon would appear about 14% 
bigger and brighter than when itis at 
its apogee. or farthest away from the 
Earth in its elliptical orbit. The e- 
mail also stated that the moan would 
be super bright and if the weather 
was clear and there was snow cover, 
“it is believed that even car head- 
lights will be superfluous.” 

According to Roger Sinnott. asso- 
ciate editor for Sky & Telescope, the 
Moon would not appear dramatical- 
lv brighter than normal and most 
people wouldn't even notice any- 
thing different in the early morming 
sky. The Moon appeared approxi- 
mately 25% brighter during a simi- 
lar event January 4. 1912, when it 
was about 270 kilometers closer to 
the Earth. 

Here in northern Michigan, where 
snow cover was certain because of 
recent snow fall, one condition was 
met. But lake effect snow was 
expected, which can play havoc on 
weather forecasts. The upper 
atmosphere may be clear. but north- 
westerly winds flowing over the 
lakes may obliterate any chance of 
viewing the Moon at ground level.

To celebrate the holiday season, 
many of the more than 1.6 million 
electric customers served by 
Consumers Energy are decking the 
halls with decorative lights.

utility. “During the holiday season 
this benefit is better illuminated.” 

A residence in the utility's service 
territory will traditionally be deco- 
rated with an average of four strands 
of outdoor electric lights. If these 
lights glow for four hours each 
evening, the cost would be less than 
two cents per night for mini-lights 
and about seven cents for larger 
bulbs. The cost would be compara- 
ble to having the porch light on for 
the same period. 

During the holiday season, 
approximately one million 
Christmas trees will be put up in 
homes throughout Consumers 
Energy's service territory. Each tree 
hosts an average of four strings of 
lights which are lit an estimated five 
to six hours each day for about 21 
days. The electricity cost per hour 
per strand of the mini-lights is 
approximately one-tenth of a cent, 
making the total energy cost of pow- 
ering the average Christmas tree for 
all 21 days of the season, about 79 
cents.

The Frederic Township Board at the December 14, 1999, regular board meeting voted to approve and adopted (Dangerous Structures Ordinance No. 2000-1), (Nuisance Ordinance No. 2000-2) and (Dismantied or inoperable Motor Vehicle Ordinance No. 
2000-3). These Ordinances are hereby published in their entirety in this week's publication as follows and will take effect (30) days after its publication.

FREDERIC TOWNSHIP DANGEROUS STRUCTURES ORDINANCE 
Ordinance No. 2000 - 1 


THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 
Section 1. “Dangerous Structure” Defined. 


As used in this Ordinance a “dangerous structure” means a building or structure that has one (1) or more of the following defects or is in one (1) or more of the following conditions: 


(a) A portion of the building or structure is damaged by fire, wind, flood, or other cause so that the structural strength or stability of the building or structure is appreciably less than it was before the catastrophe and does not meet the minimum require- 
ments of the building code enforced within the Township for a new building or structure. 

(b) A part of the building or structure is likely to fall, become detached or dislodged, or collapse and injure persons or damage property. 

(c) A portion of the building or structure has settled to such an extent that walls or other structural portions of the building or structure have materially less resistance to wind than is required in the case of new construction by the building code enforced 
within the Township. 

(d) The building or structure. or a part of the building or structure, because of dilapidation, deterioration, decay, faulty construction, or the removal or movement of some portion of the ground necessary for the support, or for other reasons, is likely to 
partially or completely collapse, or some portion of the foundation or underpinning of the building or structure is likely to fall or give way. 

(e) The building, structure. or a part of the building or structure is manifestly unsafe for the purpose for which it is used. 

(f) The building or structure is damaged by fire, wind, or ilood, or is dilapidated or deteriorated and has become an attractive nuisance to children who might play in the building or structure to their danger. 

(g) The building or structure is vacant, dilapidated, and opened at door or window, leaving the interior of the building exposed to the elements or accessible to entrance by trespassers. 


Section 2. Prohibition. 

No person, corporation, business organization, or other legal entity shall own, occupy or maintain any dangerous structure within the Township. 

Section 3. Notice. 

If a building or structure is found to be a dangerous structure, the Township shail give the owner of the building or structure written notice of the dangerous condition and thirty (30) days to demolish and remove the dangerous structure from the property or to 
repair the dangerous structure to make it safe. The notice may be personally delivered to the owner or mailed to the owner by first class mail at the address shown on the assessor's rolls 

Section 4. Inspection 

Township representatives shall have the right to inspect structures to determine violations of or compliance with this Ordinance. Township representatives may exercise this right to inspection by consent of the person having the right to possession of the struc- 
ture or any part thereof, or by administrative search warrant. ; 

Section 5. Penaity/Civil Infraction. 

Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be guilty of a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101-600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shail be considered as a separate violation. 

Section 6. Enforcement. 

The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the authorized Township official to issue municipal civil infraction citations directing alleged violators of this Ordinance to appear in court. 

Section 7. Nuisance. 

A violation of this Ordinance is hereby declared to be a public nuisance or a nuisance per se and is declared to be offensive to the public health, safety and welfare. 

Section 8. Injunctive Relief. 

In addition to enforcing this Ordinance through the use of a municipal civil infraction proceeding, the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 

Section 9. Abatement by Township. 

if a Court of competent jurisdiction finds the owner or occupant of a building or structure in violation of this Ordinance, the Court, in addition to ordering the owner or occupant to demolish the dangerous structure and remove it from the property or to repair 
the dangerous structure to make it safe, may authorize the Township to demolish the dangerous structure and remove it from the property or to repair the dangerous structure to make it safe. The Court, however, shall not authorize the Township to demolish 
the dangerous structure if the cost of repairing the building or structure to a safe condition is less than the state equalized value for the building or structure. 

Section 10. Cost Recovery; Lien. 


(a) The costs incurred by the Township in demolishing the dangerous structure and removing it from the property or repairing the dangerous structure to a safe condition, including reasonable attomey fees, shall be reimburse to the Township by the 
owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears. : 
(b) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears upon the last local tax assessment roll shall be notified by the assessor of the amount of the costs of the demolition or repair of the dangerous structure by first-class mail at the 


address shown on the records. If the owner or party in interest fails to pay the costs within thirty (30) days after mailing by the assessor of the notice of the ammount of the costs, the Township shall have a lien for the costs incurred by the Township to 
bring the property into compliance with this Ordinance. The tien shall not take effect until notice of the lien has been filed or recorded as provided by law. The lien provided for in this subsection does not have priority over previously filed or recorded 
liens and encumbrances. The lien for the costs shall be collected and treated in the same manner as provided for property tax liens under the state General Property Tax Act. 

Section 11. Repeal. 

The Township of Frederic Unsafe Buildings Ordinance, being Ordinance 98-15, is hereby repealed in its entirety. 

Section 12. Validity. 

\f any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining portions or application of this Ordinance, which can be given effect without the invalid 

portion or application. 

Section 13. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after its publication. 


FREDERIC TOWNSHIP NUISANCE ORDINANCE 
Ordinance No. 2000-2 
THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 
Section 1 - Definitions 


As used in this Ordinance the following terms shall have the meanings prescribed in this section. 


A. “Building materials” includes but is not limited to lumber, bricks, concrete or cinder blocks, plumbing or heating materials, electrical wiring or equipment, shingles, mortar, concrete or cement, nails, screws, or any other materials used in construction 
of any structure. 
B. *Garbage” means rejected food wastes, including waste accumulation of animal, fruit or vegetable matter used or intended for food or that relate to the preparation, use, cooking, dealing in, or storing of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or vegetables. “Garbage” 


does not include one (1) compost pile consisting of decaying organic substances intended for fertilizing tand; provided, however, that the compost pile is no larger than five feet (5') square and is located on the property so that it cannot be seen from 
any public highway or seen from any adjoining land owned by another person. 


ion “Junk” - By way of example and not limitation the term shall include used or salvaged metals and their compounds or combination, used or salvaged rope, rubber, tires or car parts. 

D. “Liquid industrial wastes” means any liquid brine, by-product, industrial wastewater, leachate, off-specification commercial product, sludge, grease-trap clean-out residue, used oil, or other liquid waste produced by, incident to or resulting from indus- 
trial or commercial activity except any liquid brine normally used or stored in regard to oil or gas extraction on a site permitted by the Michigan Supervisor of Welis. 

E. “Rubbish” means nonputrescible soiid wastes including ashes, paper, cardboard, metal containers, glass, bedding, crockery, bags, rags, and demolished materials. 

F. “Person” means an individual, firm, corporation, association, partnership, limited liability company, or other legal entity. 

G. “Sealed container” means a covered, closable container which is rodent-proof, fly-proof and watertight such as garbage cans with properly fitting tops or plastic garbage bags which have been closed or twisted shut. 

H. “Totally closed structure” means a building capable of being sealed on all sides such as a house, garage or storage shed with a roof, floor and walls or closable doors around its perimeter. 

Section 2 - Nuisances ? 

The follawing are hereby declared to be nuisances: 

A. The keeping or storage of building materials outside on private property six (6) months after an occupancy permit is issued-by the Crawterd County Building Department. This subsection, however, shall not appty to building materials kept or stored 
outside on private property if the building material is kept or stored in an orderly fashion. As used in this subsection, the phrase “buildiig material kept or stored in an orderly fashion” shall mean that ail building material of the same type, including 
but not limited to lumber (both stick and sheet wood), cernent blocks, bricks, roofing material, and siding shall be kept or stored together and not kept or stored intermingled with building material of a different type and shall be stacked in an orga- 
nized fashion customary for that type of building material. By way of example and not limitation, stick lumber shall be piled with all sticks substantially parallel to one another, sheet wood shall be piled one on top of another with the area of one sheet 
covering as much as possible the area of the sheet beneath it, cement blocks and bricks shall be stacked in the shape of a cube in such a manner that they will not fall off the stack, and siding shall be piled with each piece substantially parallel to 
one another. 

The keeping or storage of ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish outside of a totally enclosed structure on private property except in a sealed container designed for the purpose of holding such ashes, junk, garbage, or rubbish. 

The placing of ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish on private property without the owner’s permission or on public property. This provision applies regardless of whether the ashes, junk, garbage or rubbish is in a sealed container. 

The keeping or storage of junk, garbage or rubbish on private property, including inside a building, in such a manner that the items, regardless of the method of containment, have become a breeding ground, food source or habitation of insects, 
rodents or vermin. 

Intentional depositing of liquid petroleum crude oil, liquid petroleum crude oil byproducts and derivatives or liquid industrial wastes on the ground. 

The existence of any structure or damaged partial structure which because of fire, wind or other natural disaster or physical deterioration is no longer habitable as a dwelling, nor currently useful for any other purposes for which it may have been 
intended. 

The existence of any vacant building, garage, house or outbuilding unless such structure is kept secure from entry by the public. 

H The distributing. placing, posting, or affixing of posters, notices, or handbills on private property without consent of the owner or occupant except as authorized or required by law. 


Section 3 - Prohibition 

No person shall commit, create. or maintain any nuisance. No person shall knowingly permit the existence of a nuisance on the property owned or possessed by such person. Each day a nuisance shall exist shall be construed as a separate violation. 
Section 4- Industrial Usage 

The storage or keeping of salvageable metal or wood shall not be prohibited on property on which is located a factory engaged in manufacturing, assembling or machining as long as the salvageable metal or wood is for resale or reuse by the occupant of the 
property. 

Section 5 - Penalty/Civil infraction 

Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101-600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shall be considered as a separate violation. Any action taken under this Section shall not prevent civil proceedings for abatement or termina- 
tion of the prohibited activity. 

Section 6 - Enforcement 

The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the authorized township official to issue municipal civil infraction citations directing alleged violatars of this Ordinance to appear in court. 

Section 7 - Abatement by Township 

\f the owner or possessor of any property on which a nuisance exists fails to eliminate a nuisance after having received notice from the Township of the existence of the nuisance, the Township Zoning Administrator, after receiving authorization by the Township 
Board, may take such steps as are necessary to abate or eliminate the nuisance. The notice shal! describe the location of the property, describe the nature of the nuisance and give ten (10) days in which the owner or possessor may eliminate the nuisance 
without intervention by the Township. The written notice may be served personally or may be sent by first-class mail to the last known address of the owner or occupier of the premises. The time period shall commence on the date of the personal service or 
in the case of mailing service shall be deemed to have taken place on the date of mailing. The cost of elimination of the nuisance by the Township, including reasonable attorney fees, may be collected in a lawsuit against the owner and/or possessor of the 
property on which the nuisance existed and/or against the person who committed, created, or maintained the nuisance. 

Section 8 - Repeal 

The Township of Frederic Junk and Garbage Ordinance, being Ordinance 98-11, is hereby repealed in its entirety. 

Section 9 - Validity 

If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining portions or application of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid por- 
tion or application. 

Section 10 - Separate Court Action 

Nothing in this Ordinance shall prohibit the Township or any interested party from seeking such other relief as may be permitted in law or in equity regarding the existence of a nuisance. A violation of this Ordinance is deemed to be a nuisance 

per se. 

Section 11 - Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after its first publication. 


FREDERIC TOWNSHIP 
DISMANTLED OR INOPERABLE MOTOR VEHICLE ORDINANCE 
Ordinance No.2000-3 
THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC ORDAINS: 
Section 1 - Definitions 
“Motor vehicies” are hereby defined as any wheeled vehicle which is designed to be self-propelled. 
“Inoperable motor vehicles” are defined as motor vehicles, which by reason of dismantling, disrepair, lack of licensing or other cause are either incapable of being propelled under their own power or are prevented by law from being propelled on a 
public highway. 
“Dismantled and partially dismantled motor vehicles” are defined as motor vehicles from which a part or parts integral to the operation of such motor vehicle, or a part or parts required by any law or regulation to be present on a motor vehicle, has 
been removed or is missing. 
A “junk dealer” is a person who owns or operates a lawful junkyard located within the Township. : . ; ; ' 
“Farm operation” means an active enterprise primarily involving the commercial production, harvesting, and storage of plant and animal products useful to human beings on a site or sites within the Township having a combined area of ten (10) or 
more acres. 
A “person” means an individual, firm, corporation, partnership, association, limited liability company, limited partnership, or any other legal entity. 
“Public Highway” is any publicly maintained way upon which any part thereof is open to the use of the public for the purposes of vehicular travel. 
Section 2 - Prohibition : Z , 77 ; 
No person shall park or store, or knowingly allow another person to park or store for a period of thirty (30) consecutive days, three (3) or more dismantled, partially dismantled or inoperable motor vehicles outside a building such that the dismantled, partially 
dismantled. or inoperable motor vehicles can be seen from any public highway or seen from any adjoining land owned by another person. This section shall not apply to junk dealers, farm operations, of to garages and service stations openly and actively 
engaged tn making service repairs for the public. 
Section 3 - Nuisance 
A violation of Section 2 of this Ordinance is hereby declared to be a public nuisance, a nuisance per se and is hereby further declared to be offensive to the public health, safety and wetfare. 
Section 4 - Penalt 
Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101 -600,9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shali be 
subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shall be considered as a separate violation. 
Section 5 - Enforcement Officer ; : : 
The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the authorized township official to issue municipal civil infraction citations directing alleged violators of this Ordinance to appear in court. 
Section 6 - Civil Action 
In addition to enforcing this Ordinance through the use of a municipal civil infraction proceeding, the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or eliminate the nuisance per se or any other violaton of this Ordinance.
